A cablegram to a London dally paper 
from Aew Vork yesterday staled ! that the 
past .season has been A disastrous One for 
managers In America's metropolis. If It be 
tVue, managers are no better off In London. 
TAf BoWjf Krprrm haa an exceedingly penal- 
nrlBtlc article on ' the subject. It declares 
that the present theatrical season Is, by a 
consensus of opinion among those concerned, 
the worst for twenty-five years. Failures 
have; followed failures. Farces, romantic 
dram'ns. comedies, native plays, and trans- 
lated works bave equally failed to attract, 
l'nttlng out 'of account three or four plays, 
at present being acted In West Kntl theatres, 
there Is for tbe present year a list of plays 
which; hate- entirely failed, the length of 
which Is unprecedented. It used to be said 
that 00 play could be regarded as a success 
which did not run for one hundred nights. 
This may be to some extent an exaggeration, 
but It .Is- considered tbat a play whose run 
does not extend over four weeks may quite 
safely be written down a fluanclal failure. 
Tire .following are some of the plays produced 
during tbe ' present year whose run has not 
exceeded one month : "Captain Dieppe," at 
the Duke of York's: "A Uueen's Romance," 
•t , (be Imperial : "The Bride and Bride- 
groom.", at the New Theatre; "Loves Car 
nival.", a version' of "Itosenmontag," at the 
St. James: "A Maid from School?' at Ter- 
ry!s ; "The Sword of the King," at Wynd- 
ham's : - "Cynthia." at Wyndbam's : "Who's 
Who?" at tbe Savoy, and "A Man of Honor."

Mimical 
comedy has come to be looked upon aa being 
the only sure card left to the theatrical 
manager- But even musical comedy has 
ceased to be a certainty.

DEATHS IN THE PROFESSION. 



Damix Decatub ("Dak") Enitnn, one 
of the pioneers of negro minstrelsy, and tho 
composer of the famous soug, "Dixie," died 
at his homo In Mount Vernon, Ohio, June 25. 
He was born lu that town, on Oct 28, 1815, 
and ns a boy was considered a prodigy with 
tho "fiddle." At the age of fourteen he ran 
away from home to avoid learning the black- 
smithing business, and made bis debut In 
the show business about four years later, 
traveling with a circus. Later be enlisted 
In the army, but was released, and In 1840 
he was traveling with the Cincinnati Cir- 
cus, playing In the orchestra. He discov- 
ered Ferguson, the banjolst, and induced 
the manager of the circus, C. Rogers, to en- 
gag,.' him. Mr. Emmett then learned to play 
Hie bar Jo, and tbe following season (1841) 
he rejoined the Ciucinnatl Circus, and he nnd 
Frank Brower became very popular. The 
Virginia Minstrels were organized by 
"Dan" Emmett, William AVhltlock, Rich- 
ard W. Pelham aud Frank Brower, and 
wus tho lirst mlustrel aggregation. Con- 
cerning the first public appearance of 
tho Virginia Minstrels all tour members 
seem to agree that lt was at the Chatham 
Theatre, New York City, for tbe benefit of 
Pelham, the date of the benefit being Jan. 31, 
1843. The first public announcement that 
Tiiu Cui'rcn was able to trace was on Feb. 
8, ot that year, when the Virginia Minstrels 
wero announced at the Bowery Amphithe- 
atre. New York. The four members com- 
prising this band of minstrels later went to 
tho Tremont Theatre, Boston, with George 
Wooidrldge as agent Leaving Boston they 
returned to New York, took a benefit here nt 
the Park Theatre, and then sailed for Liver- 
pool, Eng. Their engagement in London was 
not successful, and whitlock and the agent, 
Wooidrldge. returned to America, Emmett 
and Pelliutn weht to Astley's, and Brower 
Jolued Joe Sweeney, the banjolst, and went 
to Scotland. Later Emmett went traveling 
with June A Sands' American Circus for the 
remainder of the Summer of 1848. After a 
while Emmett and Brower Joined fortunes 
again, performing In Manchester and Not- 
tingham, Brower soon afterward leaving to 
Join Joe Sweeney. Emmett was then sum- 
moned to Join Pelham, Brower and Sweeney. 
The four then started for Belfast, going 
thence to Dublin, Cork, Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
ubd back to Glasgow, where the party broke 
up, Brower once more Joining Sweeney after 
playing an engagement with Emmett at 
Cook's Circus. Thus ended the Virginia 
MlnstrelH. Emmett sailed for New York In 
September, 1844. He was later on one of 
the members' of the famous Christy Min- 
strels, und ulso played with Bryant's Min- 
strels, beglnnlug in 1858, nnd rcmniulng 
with them for about seven veurs. Concern- 
ing the writing of "Dlxle, ,, Dan Emme t 
said: "One Snturdav night, in 1809, whllo 
I was a member of Bryant's Minstrels, at 
Mechanics' Hall, New York City. Dan Bry- 
ant came to me and asked : 'Can't you get 
its up a walk around for next week that 
we can do with one rehearsal, . for we win 
have to put It In on Monday night?' San- 
day 1 wrote 'Dixie,' and called It 'I Wish I 
Was In Dixie,' which was a Northern circus 
expression, and not a Southern one. as many 
have supposed. Tho South was then con- 
sidered all below tb* Mason and Dixon Line, 
nnd many n tlnto I have heard the boys say, 
of a cold day. when they were traveling with 
a circus In the North: 'Well, I wish I was 
In Dixie's land now.' thinking of the genial 
warmth of the South." He made very little 
money from Ihe song, and during the later 
years of his life was In very poor clrcum*

L. Millie Georgia. She traveled with the 
Klrilfy Brothers and other well known 
shows. Owing to 111 health he waa obliged 
t» retire from the Htage about six years 
'.'in and had since lived In l'hlladolpiila. 
He had no children. Interment was In l.a- 
ftyetle Vault, Philadelphia, June 30. Mrs. 
Jloro survives blm. 

Mas. Amklia Serous, a guest of the Edwin 
Ko'rrest Home, died at thut place. June 21). 
she was of German birth and ber aunt 'waa 
the great Frau Claus, of the Royal Theatre, 
in Dresden. Hhe was born in Casael, Germany, 
Oct. 23, 1820, and made her debut at the 
Joseph Stadt Theatre, In Vienna, In the 
nrlaclple role of "The Bride of a Bandit." 
She remained there for several seasons. Then 
she visited many of the larger cities of 
iiermanv, playing In the Court theatres.

QUICKIl OLD LAW. 

Speaking of tobacco recalls an old law 
that beats our cigarette law. 

In the codo of laws passed by the towns of 
Windsor, Hartford nnd Wi'iitherslleld In tha 
years 1738-0 may be found tbe following oil 
tobacco chawing : 

"Forasmuch as It is observed that many 
abuses arc crept In, and committed by tbe 
frequent taking of tolmcko— It Is ordered by 
the authority of tbls court that no person 
under the ago of 21 years, nor any other that 
luitli not already accustomed himself to tha 
use thereof, shall lake soy tobacko, until hee 
hath bought a certificate under tbe hoods of 
aomo one who are approved for knowledge 
and skill In physlcks, that It Is useful for 
him, and also that hee bath received a ly- 
censo from the courts for tho same. 

"And for the regulating of those, who 
either by tbeire former tailing It, have, In 
theirs own apprehensions, made It necessary 
to them, or upon due advice, are persuaded 
to tho use thereof — It Is ordered thut nu man 
within this colonye, after Ihe publication 
hereof, shall take any tobacko publlqanly, lu 
Ihe streets, highways, or any barn-yards, or 
upon training days. In nny ots»n placew, na- 
iler the penalty of six pence for each nffsiire 
against this order, lu nny ot the psrtli's lars 
thereof, to tiea paid . without, gainsaying, 
nnpou. conviction by. the tcstuaaay of ope 
witness, that Is;, without Just exception, b*> 
fore any one magistrate. 

"And the coustablps In the, several towns 
are required to mate presentment to earli 
pnrtlciiBii- court, of alien as tlioy do undab- 
•taml, nnd can convict to lm transgressor* at 
lull order."— i'dllbarfl (date tie.

The handsome matinee benefit to Clement 
8co(t on Thursday bad a pathetic scan ul on 
Saturday morning In the death of the dis- 
tinguished critic. Although the brilliance ot 
Mr. Scott's Jouiiinllstlc work In his, prime 
has been somewhat obscured In the public 
estimation by the unlucky mistakes ot bis 
later life, the value of his strenuous services 
towards rousing Interest In the doings ot thu 
stage Is not likely to be underrated by any 
who know and lore the theatre of their day. 
Descriptive, rather than critical, a character- 
istic "notice" of hia, written at whirlwind 
speed and red hot from his convictions of the 
moment, had the rare power of commanding 
atttmtlon as a keenly perceptive Impression- 
ist sketch of the success or failure of the 
evening. There were no half measures with 
Mr. Scott. All his dramatic geese were 
swans ; if they were not, the sooner their 
necks were wrung the better. But his sym- 
pathetic appreciation for. all tbat la sound- 
est nnd moat beautiful and moat moving hi 
the art ot the stage generally, prevented his 

fining very far wrong In the broad Issues nf 
tin emphatic praise and of his scarcely less 
emphatic blame ; iititl If bis methods as n 
lighting Journalist made him from time to 
time many enomlcs, they also gained for 
him the gratitude ot many acquaintances. 
There was no one trom whom His 
vopng player Just scoring a first bit, or the 
struggling manager Just turning the tide of 
adversity was more eager to nave a good 
word, or was more sure to get It. Mr. Scott 
was given perhaps of. later years to think 
that lie had been fighting single handed it 
big battle In the cause of art, when lie had 
been merely reporting It ; but his reports 
were ao vigorous In their picturesque confi- 
dence that they may well have brenthed ani- 
mation Into those who were engaged with 
him In the struggle. Ilia cpthusliistls clo- 

Sueiiee ma v peril tips have been apt to run 
way with him, but In the days, when ho 
began his work it was a good deal, for a 
dramatic critic 'to have either ciodhence Or 
enthusiasm enough to do even tout. ' Ha 
really loved his labors and th{Hr subject, and 
he was thus able to exercise an influence 
Inch as cobld never have been attracted by 
the best balanced of more tierfunctory efforts. 
Horn in 1841, tile son of a London rector, 
who waa u prominent contributor to The 
Unlitrdau lirrtciv ih Ms palmy days, Clement 
Scott took to newspaper work very soon 
after his appointment to the war ofrlec, where 
he was a clerk for seventeen years liefore re- 
tiring on a pension In 1877. Hh had served 
as dramatic critic, on the staff of sevcrnl 
papers. Including The y.osdun Flynro nnd 
!f'/i(f obivrrtr, ls>forc gaining thnt position 
on The Until) Telegraph, which kept him 
so well before the public for sotnc twenty 



years. He did uiiicil miscellaneous descrip- 
tive work and adapted 'several iiluys.
